recommendation of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury struck viciously 
at the interests of silver. The 
act of 1878 was infinitely prefer- 
able to the bill recommended by the Seore- 
tary. Under that act at least two millious a 
month of silver dollars had to be coined. The 
whole purpose of the House bill seemed to be 
to degrade and debase silver; tomake it a 
commodity; to reduce it to one of the baser 
metals, and to prevent its again taking its 
place as a standard of value. In the amend- 
ments reported: from the Finance Committee 
one obnoxious clause had been eliminated 
trom the House bill—the bulhon redemption 
clause. But otner objectionable clauses had 
been retained and a curious amendment had 
been added providing for the termination of 
the act in ten years. 

Instead of encouraging other nations to 
adjust their monetary systems in harmony 
with that of the United States such a pro- 
vision would give them notice that the in- 
creased coinage of silver was but a temporary 
device, and the good effect of the law would 
be immediately destroyed. 

In conclusion Mr. Wolcott said that the 
silver bill was of far greater importance than 
the election bill, the anti-gerrymandering 
bill, or the tariff bill. In view of it party 
lines were obliterated and forgotten and the 
South and West met om common ground, ani- 
mated by a common and patriotic purpose. 


Mr. Piumb’s Amendment. 


Mr. Plumb offered the following amend- 
ment in lieu of the first secwon of the House

The following is the bill as it now stands: 

Sec 1. That from and after the date of the 
passage of this act the unit of value in the 
United States shall be the dollar, and the same 
may be coined of 41242 grains of standard silver, 
of twenty-five and eight-tenths grains of stand-

SLEEPING MEN MURDERED BY INDIANS. 


A Band of Thirty Savages Falls Upon «a 
Cowboy Camp. 

Eu Paso, Tex., June 17.—A freight crew 
which has arrived here over the Southern 
Pacific road reports that Lordsburg, N. M., 
was this morning in the wildest excitement 
over the arrival of a cowboy who had just 
reached there barefooted, his feet covered 
with cuts and blisters from having run ten 
miles from à ranch north of Sepore, 
where he and ten other men 
were camped. He said that at 10 
o’clock last night a band of Indians surprised 
them and shot them down as the men 
jumped out of their blankets to escape. He 
thought there were about thirty Indians in 
the band. The cowboys had been in bed but 
a short time when the attack was made. 
The men did not have their guns ready, 
not expecting to find Indians on the war- 
path in that section. He saw three men 
drop and thinks that the rest shared the 
same fate.

VICTORY FOR THE MERCIER GOVERNMENT 


Result of the Elections in the Province of 
Quebec. 

Toronto, Ont., June 17.—[Special.|—The 
general election for the Province of Quebec 
took place today, and next to the Ontario 
elections held recently was the hottest elec- 
tion contest that ever took place in Canada.

| ANOTHER LIFE LOST IN TBE LOTTERY 
FIGHT IN LOUISIANA, 


— — — 


4 Supporter of the Swindle Killed by an 
Anti-Advocate at @ Voting-Place in 
West Feliciana — Enormous Bribes Or- 
fered Legisiators by the Lottery Com- 
pany~—How Commissioners.of the New 
Orleans Concern Run Things at Baton 

' Reuge. 

New Oxxraxs. La., June 17.—[Special.]— 
In the Ninth Ward of West Feliciana today 
a diffloulty occurred at the polls between 
Hilliard Richards and Eugene Taylor, the 
former a nephew of the late Senator Barrow 
and an ardent supporter of Irvine, and the 
latter a strong anti. Words passed and then 
the shooting commenced. Taylor was only 
slightly wounded, but Richards was killed. 
Both parties belong to good families ana 
were highly esteemed. Deceased was 32 
years old and formerly resided in this city.

FORTUNES FOR VOTES. 


Enormous Sums Offered /Legisiators by the 
Lottery Company. 


Baton Rovon, La., June 17.—[Special.]— 
Baton Rouge is filed with people today at- 
tracted by the lottery fight. The notels are 
crowded with visitors the excitement 
and the heat of the atmosphere are in the 
same ratio. Delegation after delegation 
comes from New Orleans, and every member 
opposed to the lottery is bemg besieged by 
his constituents to give in and vote for the 
amendment. The lottery men are pursuing 
to some extent the course of action of Mr. 
Calvin Brice of Ohio and New York in his 
contest for a seat m the Senate of the 
United States. The lottery question 
was not in issue dur the last 
legislative election and the friends of we 
monstrous leech masaged. to secure the 
nomination and election of quite a number. 
The buying of individual votes began long be- 
fore the Legislature convened. Many of 
the legislators are very poor men, country 
lawyers, notaries, small planters, etc. The 
lottery company has at its command the 
biggest fund in ready money of any corpora- 
tion in American, the Standard Oil company 
excepted. It is stacked up in the vaults of 
some of the New Orleans banks awaiting 
disbursement, Men who did not own a thou- 
sand dollars in the world came to this assem- 
bly to be tempted with bribes thut would 
make them independently weulthy as this 
country goes. 

Big Prices for Votes. 

Such is the current gossip of Baton 
Rouge. Instances are éifed. where $10,000 
was the price of an individual vote, and the 
value of votes is tly on the inurease 
as the day for final action draws nigh. 
There is in the siature a body of men 
whose names should be written down in his- 
tory as moral heroes. They are withstand- 
ing temptauon thet might cause the downfall 
and disgrace of a saint, They stand like the 
rock of Gibraltar, fighting the most iniquitous 
fraud of the age, aug no matter whether 
the amendment carries dr falls tney will re- 
turn to their homes as poor as when they 
came here. It is devotion to the State witn 
them, and love of honesty and decency. 
This is what the Hon. Murphy J. Foster, the 
President pro tem. of the Senate and the 
leader of the anti-lottery party, told Tun 
TRIBUNE correspondent of the situation to- 
day. 

“There is nothing in politics forme. A 
public man in Louisiana isi the target 
for all the vituperations of an an- 
tagonistic press, and this lottery ques- 
tion is in my opinion the bane of 
Louisiana politics, a curse to our people so- 
cially and morally. It interferes seriously 
with the material growth of our State, and, 
I believe, it has a hand iu the election of our 
United States Senators and of some of our 
Congressmen. I believe if the amendment 
prevails it will also control the State Govern- 
ment from Governor down to Justice of the 
Peace. It is now engaged in debasing our 
people politically and morally by the use of 
money such as was never before heard of in 
the annals of any country. All the evil sad 
vicious elements of society are combined 
with it and all purchasable elements are be- 
ing brought to the front in its behalf.“ 

This comes from a gentieman who declined 
a unanimous nomination for Congress and 
an Associate-Justiceship on the Supreme 
bench of the State. Mr. Foster lives in the 
Arcadian country and is beloved by his peo- 
ple. Many interesting stories are told of the 
devotion of the Arcadians to Mr. Foster, 
and one iu particular is worth relatine. He 
was engaged in a business enterprise requir- 
ing the use of considerable capital, and-one 
day an old Arcadian walked into his office: 

„ Meestah Fostah,” he said, I haf told to 
me dat you could use some monah. Dere 18 
seventeen tousand doliah in dis bag. Do vat 
ever it shall pleese you vit it,“ and the Ar- 
cadian fished out of his jeans trousers a long, 
enormous,woman’s stocking crammed full of 
gold and greenbacks, and dumped the whole 
business on the tabie at which Mr. Foster 
sat. 

The history of the country telis of no 
such contest as this, All of the 
money spent by the Tilden party 
and by the Brice-Thomas factions in Onio 
during last fail and winter amount to 
nothing and is not to be mentioned. The lot- 
tery company’s boodie is compared with 
their slush funds as a twenty dollar gold 
piece to a lead dime. There is more loose 
money in Baton Rouge today than ever 
Columbus, Ohio, ever knew in Legislature or 
Senatorial contests. A fortune for a vote. 
Just think of it! Alife of ease and coinfort, 
if not to say luxury, in return for a simple 
yea. There will be nothing in the 
way of punishing bribe offerers and 
bribe receivets because the lottery company 
will seeto it that no investigation is had.

But the day for action is at hand. The re- 
ports majority, and munority, of the commit- 
tee having the bill in charge went into 
the House today.

F. H. GAU DIES OF HYDROPHOSIA. 


The Victim’s Sufferings. 

Frederick H. Gau, German. 43 years old, 
a milkman who lived at No. 156 Ewing street, 
died at the County Hospital last night from 
hydrophobia. Seven years ago Gau lived 
with his wife and three children. on Judd 
street. The family had a little dog which 
was a great pet, but vicious. While living 
on Judd street the dog bit. Gau, but the 
wound soon healed, ‘Neighbors and mem- 
bers of the family say that for a long time 
after he was bitten the man was afraid he 
would be seized with hydrophobia. 

About a month ago Gau and his three chil- 
dren—the oldest 13 and the youngest 9 years 
—were playing with the same dog in the 
yard, when the animal again bit Gau on the 
hand, and also bit his second oldest child, 
Mina, aged 11 years. As the wounds were 
not severe little was thought of them, and 
they soon healed. . 

Mrs. Gau says her husband remembered 
the oid adage that the hair of the dog cures 
the bite.“ So he pulled some hair from the 
animal’s body and applied it to the wound. 
He thought no more of it, she says, and went 
on with his work delivering milk. 

Monday morning about 10 o’clock he felt 
severe pains in his left arm. They gradually 
extended through his body. By 3o’clock in 
the afternoon they had become so intense 
that he was forced to drive home and go to 
bed. 

By this time violent spells of retching and 
vomiting seized him, and soon afterwards he 
was racked with violent spasms and frothed 
at the mouth. At timesittook several per- 
sons to keep him quiet, but at no time, it is 
said, did he attempt to bark or bite, which 
are the usual accompaniments of cases of 
pronounced hydrophobia. All Monday night 
he suffered excruciating agony and at 
5:80 o’clock yesterday morning, by direction 
of his physicians; the Maxwell street patrol- 
wagon was called and he was taken to the 
County Hospital 

Officer Kelly, who was on the wagon, says 
the policemen had no knowledge of what 
was the matter with the man until nearing 
the hospital Mrs. Gau told them he was sulf- 
fering from hyurophobia. “It was lucky,” 


said the officer, that he was so quiet, for 


all of us were off our guard and he might 
have bitten us. He was frothing alittle at 
the mouth and we supposed that he was get- 
ting over some kind of a fit.” 

After being placed in the hospital Gau was 
given such medicines and attention as his 
case seemed to demand, but shortly after 9 
o’clock last night he died. The physician 
who had charge of him says he died easily 
and except for a slight frothing at the mouth 
exhibited no signs of hydrophobia. He and 
other doctors there say that there is no 
doubt but that his death was due to hydro- 
phobia. 

The little girl, Mina, has so far shown no 
signs of any ill-effects from the bite of the 
dog, but her relatives are anxious about her.

New York, June 17.—[Special.]—The Mex- 
ican Onyx company was formed at the law 
Offices of Foster & Thomson. No. 52 Wall 
street, today. The capitalization was placed 
at $1,500,000, but it is well understood that 
there is much more money behind the scheme.

THE SCOURGE IN TENEMENT HOUSES, 


Distinetly Marked Track Left in the 
Italian Qoarter. 

New Lokk, June 17.—[ Special. — The atten- 
tion of the health officers has been attracted 
to Elizabeth street, where, in three blocks of 
tenements, between Houston and Broome 
streets, no less than 122 deaths have occurred 
since Jan. 1. They are big tenements, full of 
people, many of them Italians, who suffer es- 
pecially from diseases of the respiratory or- 
gans. The corresponding blocks in Mott 
street, the next street west, appear to have 
been a little to one side of the track of the 
cyclone of death, but near enough to have 
been hard nit. They show seventy deatus 
for the same period. 

At the point where it raged most fiercely 
in Elizabeth street it appears to have shot off 
a small whirlwind across the blocks into 
Mulverry street, where a handful of less 
than a dozen houses grouped about the tene- 
ment No. 241, where five deaths occurred, 
show twenty-five deaths since Jan. 1. 

Following this track across lots the whirl- 
wind can be traced to the rookeries of Marion 
and Crosby streets, where it killed even more 
people in proportion to the size of the houses. 
The track of the scourge is as distinct as can 
be. Unething the examination aiscloses— 
the death angel, in whatever guise he came, 
chose tue babies for his victims. A count of 
seven houses in a lump shows only seven 
grown persons in tne list of forty-eight 
deaths. All the rest were under 5 years of 


age.

CLAMORING FOR HIGHER ASSESSMENTS. 

At the Council meet og night before last 
the Democratic Aldermen put through a 
resolution that the Mayor appoint a com- 
mittee to take the evidence of citizens 
whether there were any discriminations in 
the assessments, and to report the facts dis- 
covered, so that some means might be deter- 
mined upon toward establishing a uniform 
basis of taxation. | 

Tuis indicates that the Junior Tammany 
tax-eaters, in and out of the Council, are not 
satisfied with the assessments which are 
now being made by the Assessors whom 
they elected this spring, and that they want to 
bring pressure to bear on them to shove up 
their figures. There is an impression that 
the Democratic Assessors of North, South, 
and West Chicago, the wealthy towns, will 
not return figures much higher than those 
of last year. The reason for it is. plain 
enough. They know that all the other As- 
sessors througbout the State are doing their 
work on the basis of last year, and that if 
they make the invrease which they are de- 
sired to a disproportionate share of the bur- 
deus of State taxation will be thrown on this 
county and city. 

If the assessments are too low or are un- 
equal the fault will lie this year with tne 
Democratic party. The Assessors of all the 
seven towns within the city limits are Dem- 
ocrats with two exceptions—Hyde Park and 
Lake View. The Town Boards of Equaliza- 
tion—made up of the Supervisor, Assessor, 
and Clerk—to which acitizen complains when 
he knows the property of any one is assessed 
too low, are Democratic with two exceptions. 
The County Board is Democratic. It has 
power to equalize between towns. It can 
raise the valuation of the property of indi- 
viduals, It can set aside the assessment of 
any town it pleases and order a new one 
made. It is true the State Board of Equaliza- 
uon is Republican, but its powers are limit- 
ed. It can equalize only between counties, 
and that to a limited extent. It cannot raise 
the assessment of Chicago without raising 
proportionately that of the outside towns of 
Cook. Hence the absurdity of Aid. Cullerton 
talking of the Council going before the State 
Board and making a formal appeal to it to 
raise the valuation of the towns constituting | 
Chicago. 

If the Tammany Aldermen, then, want 
higher assessments the way to get them is 
not through a powerless Council committee, 

but through the organization known as the 
Junior Tammany. The chiefs of that secret 
society should bring before them their Dem- 
ocratic Assessors, Supervisors, Clerks, and 
County Commissioners, and give them in- 
structions what to do—must tell them how 
much money they want to squander in the 
form of taxes, and direct them to figure out 
an assessment which will produce it 

Or if these Aldermen who want higher 
valuations wish to do something pravtical let 
them go before the Town Boards of Equal- 
ization and insist that the assessments of 
property in their wards, where they know 
them to be too low, must be raised. Doubt- 
less the lots owned by many of the saloon- 
keepers who voted for Ald. Cullerton are put 
down too low. Will he try to have them 
raised? It may be that these Democratic 
Aldermen will find on inquiry that their own 
property has been assessed extraordinarily 
low. In that case they can do the virtuous 
act,“ and insist on having it raised. 

There are practical ways, it will be seen, 
for remedying, in part at least, low valua- 
tions and discriminations. But the Alder- 
men will not resort to them. They want the 
Town Assessors to pluck the chestnuts out of 
the fire for them—to make high assessments 
which will give the Aldermen more money 
to steal, but which will defeat the Assessors 
if they try to be reélected. 


| THE WHISKY TRUST 

The report of Monday’s meeting of whole- 
sale liquor-dealers in New York indicates 
the existence of a widely spread dissatisfac- 
tion with tne Whisky Trust and its latest 
methods, but gives only a faint outline of the 
grievances complained of. The matter is 
discussed at length in the latest issue of the 
Wine and Spirit Gazette, which handies the 
trust without gloves. It charges that the 
movement- is intended to secure for that 
combination the consuming trade in spirits 
onitsownterms. The certificates had not 
paid more than 1 percent of annual dividend 
since the close of i888 and 1 was felt that 
something must be done. Hence the plan 
to allow a rebate of 5 per cent to 
wholesale dealers and jobbers, pay- 
able monthly after the first haif year 
on all spirits purchased, but oaly to 
such houses as buy all meir spirits and com- 
pounds from the trust. Furthermore the 
aistributing agents are bound to make daily 
returns disclosing to the combination tne 
names and addresses of tucir customers, with 
the quantities purchased. Each wholesale 
dealer is credited thus from month to montn 
with prospective profits in the shape of re- 
bates, which he is to receive six months iater 
on condition that he has been faitutul to tne 
trust. But he obtains this concession only by 
placing in the hands of the combination a 
clab which can be used against him in the 
near future and which undoubtedly will be 


| employed soto his disadvantage. He dis. 


closes the names of his patrons and thus puts 
it within the power of the whiskymakers to 
correspond with them in detail, offering to 
undersell him, and thus drive him out of 


| business at no distant day. 


The rebate arrangement places at the dis- 
position of the trust an immense capital with 
which to fight competitors or recaicitrants. 
At the rate of four and a half gallons of raw 
spirits to each of 30,000 bushels of corn used 
per day, and atlowing only 150 working days

in the civilized part of the world. But as an 
exponent of trust methods and an index of 
what may be expected from every one of the 
trust combinations if uney ever should feel 
able to divtate to consumers, the matter is 
one of no small interest, Asa scheme the 
evident object of which is to crush out all 
competition and put both the trade and the 
great public at the mercy of a grasping mo- 


nopoly, the whole thing invites denunciation | 


as directly contrary to the spirit of Ameri- 
can independence aud to what have been the 
recognized and approved business methods of 
afreecountry. If the movement promised 
to result in a reduced consumption of aico- 


hol by human stomachs it might be watched 


silently as posmbly about to present us with 


‘that oft-talxed-of but seldom experienced 


anomaly—good coming out of evil. But it 
cannot be trusted to do this. On the con- 
trary the intention evidently is to facilitate 
and extend the consumption of ardent spirits 
by placing them within the reach of every 
one at an attractive price, and rake in the 
extra profit by extinguishing the intermedi- 
ate dealer, which would be done within a 
year or two at most after obtaining posses- 
sion of lists of the men who sell directly to 
the consumer. The success of such a scheme 
could not benefit the world per se, while the 
effect of it in encouraging other monopolies 
to imitate the example might be disastrous in 
the extreme. 


WHAT BLAINE WOULD DO. 
The United States imported during the 
last fiscal yea: $85,000,000 worth of taxed raw 


sugar and molasses, the duties on which were 


$56,000,000. Maj. McKinley by his Tariff bill 


‘proposes to let those articles in free. He 


also proposes to pay out about eight to ten 
millions in bounties to American sugar pro- 
ducers to recoup them for the loss of protec- 
tion. 

The American consumer gains something 
dy this abolluon of the duty, bot the farmers 
as producers gain nothing by the remission of 
56 mithons of duties. Is tnere no way in which 
to kill two birds with one stone and to make 
this surrender of revenue on the part of the 
Government a double benefit? It is vain to 
look to Maj. McKinley & Co. for any legisia- 
tion of that kina. Their methods are those 
of quacks. For a statesmaulike view of the 
subject it is necessary to look toa man like 
Mr. Biaine, with whom a tariff is not a fetich 
to be worshiped, but an instrument to be 
used to promote National prosperity. The 
Secretary of State saysin a ietter to an old 
Maine friend: 


You are in error in supposing that I am oP 
posed to sugar being admitted free of duty. y 
objection is not to free sugar, but to the proposed 
method of making it free. If in the pending 
Tariff bill sugar is placed upon the free list, we 
give to certain countries a free market for 805. 
000.000 of their products, while they are not 
asked to open their markets to the free ad- 
mission of a single dollar of American prod- 
ucts. We ought to have, in exchange for free 
sugar from certain countries, a free mar- 
ket for breadstuffs and provisions, besides va- 
ious fabrics from all parts of our country. In 
short, we ought to secure, in return for free 
sugar, a market for %60,000.000 or $70,000,000 
worth of ourown products. It will not require 
reciprocity treatiés to secure this great boon. 
The Tariff bill cam contain all the necessary 
conditions. The legislative power is able to se- 
cure the desired end. Withm the last twenty 
years we have given the countries south of us 
free admission for nearly $60,000,000 worth of 
their products without receiving a penny's ad- 
vantage in exchange. If sugar now be made un- 
conditionally free we shall have given to the 
Latin-American countries free admission for 
$150,000,000 of their products. It is time, I think, 
to look out for some reciprocal advantages. We 
are a very rich Nation. but not rich enough to 
trade on this unequal basis. : 


Mr. Biaine sees that the United States will 
buy this year raw sugars worth about $90,- 
000,000 and coffee to the value of $60,000,000. 
The question with him is how this country 
can best use the leverage given it by the fact 
that it isso great a consumer of these two 
commodities. How can it utilize its ability to 


give the preference to one or more of the dif- . 


ferent countries which are offering them so 
as to benefit the American producer and 
make new markets for him? As in other 
days a heavy shipper did his business with 
that railroad which gave him the most con- 
cessions, so Mr. Blaine proposes that the 
United States shall deal with those nations 
which will do the best by it in return. 

Take the case of Cuba. For the fiscal year 
1886 the United States took from there 
about forty million dollars“ worth of raw 
sugar. Cub took in return less than three 
and a half million dollars’ worth of American 
breadstuffs and provisions. The Cubans 


.giadly would have taken more, but Spaia im- 


posed heavy duties which interfered. That 
on flour is especially heavy. If this country, 
as Mr. Blaine suggests, were to take tne duty 
off Cuban raw sugars only in return for a 
free market for American bréadstuffs and 
provisions, an immediate market would be 
found for many millions’ worth of the prod- 
ucts of the American farmer. It would bea 
market at his own door ana he would not 
have to ship ali his surplus across the At- 
lantic. If Spain did not yield, then those 
sugar-producing countries which let in Amer- 
ican products free, like the British West 
India Islands, would begin to take the market 
away from the Cubans. On whatever sugar 
the latter sold to this country they, and not 
the Americans, would haveto pay the tax. 

Germany has imposed certain ugly restric- 
tions on the admission of American hog 
products. This country is becoming more 
and more a purchaser of raw sugars from 
Germany. What folly for Congress to take 
off the duty so long as Germany discrimi- 
nates against the American farmer. When 
the Germane saw tneir sugar could not enter 
free unless the American hog was relieved 
of his disabilities they would change their 
tariff on our pork products. 

The United States, taking from Brazil over 
$40,000,000 worth of coffes, sends to that 
country less than $4,000,000 worth of the prod- 
ucts of the American farmer. When this 
country put coffee on the free list Braz put 
a heavy export duty on it and transferred 
the remitted duties to its own coffers. If 
this Government had any commercial sense 
it would reimpose the old duty on Brazilian 
coffees and keep it there till Brazil was 
driven in self-defense not merely to take off 
that export duty but to place American 
breadstuffs, eto, on the free-list. It it did 
not back down tne céffees of other South 
American States, of Central American Re- 
publics, of West India Islands, of Ceylon 
and tne Dutch colonies would take posses- 
sion of this market and Brazil woula be left 
out in the cold—and ours is by far Brazil’s 
largest market. 

The United States has a purchasing power, 
taking two articles alone, of $150,000,000. Mr. 
Blalne wants that power sd. wielded as to 
make a market for the surplus products of 
the American farmer. It can be done, and if 
he were the head of the Committee on Ways 
and Means it would be done. But Maj. Me- 
Kinley is there, who, while pretending to 
overflow with jove for the farmers, has de- 
vised a bill which, under the pretense of 
helping them, gives them a series of atabs 
through every schedule. Biaine would. open 
new markets for the farmer. McKinley is 
trying to close against him those he has. One 
is the true and the ower tne false friend of 


| the farmer, One is a statesman, the other le 
not. 7 


THE BEHRING’S SEA CONTENTION. 

The country 1s once more upon the verge 
of the annual Behring’s Sea contention. Our 
revenue cutters are on the way to protect the 
interests of this country. The fleet of Cana- 
dian pirates will soon be on its way to butch- 
er the female seals, and there is the usual 
talk of British men-of-war getting ready to 
attack our revenue cutters, as well as the 
usual biuster of silly Canadians about war 
between the two countries. There is no dan- 
ger of war. The equities are all on the side 
of the American contention. When we 
bought Alaska and the islands we bought the 
seals. They are mammals, not fish. They 
live upon both the land and sea, breed upon 
the islands, and seek tneir food in the water. 
In the winter months they leave for the great 
calm sea between Alaska and Japan and re- 
turn to the islands to bear and rear their 
young. Thence the females go out for food 
for the pups, and it is during this period that 
the Canzdian poachers shoot them, killing 
and skinning about one out of every six. 
The five wounded ones die and are lost, and, 
of course, their young perish. These seals 
belong to the United States, and tne Cana- 
dian poachers have no more right to kill them 
while they arein quest of food than they would 
have to kill cows for their h des and tallow 
whicn had strayed beyond the limits of their 
pastures. The Government is bound to stop 
this stealing and to protect the company 
which has bought the right to the sealskins, 
and England has an indirect interest in see- 
ing that it is done, for the skins of these 
seals are sent to London, sold and dressed 
there. It was Lord Salisbury himself who 
proposed before the present Admiuistration 
came into power that for this specific purpose 
Bebring’s Sea should be a mare clausum. Can 
Eogiand afford to send guaboats to protect 


the seal pirates, to fire upon our cutters and 


to rescue the poaching vessels they have 
seized? Can Engiish statesmauship con- 
template such a short-sighted policy? 
Suppose, however, that it could! Suppose 
that all this bluster of the Canadians about 
English war vessels bombarding our sea- 
coast cities and levying an indemnity of tens 
of millions of money upon them were based 
upon reality, what then? These hot-headea 
and short-sighted Canudians overlook some 
important condiwons. The English vessels 
would not be destroying Federal property, 
but the private property of a belligerent Na- 
tion. If they levied an indemnity upon the 
people of these cities it would be a biow struck 
at private citizens. At this point the lz 
talionis would come into prompt dperation. 
The English peopvie have immense in- 
vestments in our railroads, insurance 
companies, cattle ranches, and lucrative in- 
vestments of all kinds, They have of late 
been buying up whatever they can find in 
this country that is lucrative. They have in- 
vestments bere which yield them, it is esti- 
mated, a hundred million dollars a year, and 
are rapidly increasing. How long would it 
take Congress to confiscate every penny of 
British propertm in the United States and 
use the money to reimburse our despoiled 
citizens? How long would it take Americans 
to cross into Canada, where the Engiish 
have at least five hundred millions invested, 
capture the Dominion provinces, and con- 
fiscate ali Engilisn property found therein? 
This Cauadian biuster about bombarding 
our seaports is almost too foolish for serious 
consideration. If it is real, there is no log- 
ical explanauon of it except upon the as- 
sumption that those who are taiking s0 
rabidly and defiantiy are immediate annex- 
ationists, and that they can see no other way 
80 quick of getting into the American Union 
as by provoking a war with England. Per- 
haps they are of that kind wich would 
take the Kingdom ot Heaven by violence.”

WHERE I8 ALL THE GOLD? 

The recent annual report by Mr. Leech, 
Director of the Mint, on the producwon of 
the precious metals contains an interesting 
statement in regard to the supply of gold 
in the United States. Itis widely supposed 
that the amount of gold coin in circulation is 
much less than indicated by the Treasury 


+ reports, and for the purpose of testing the 


accuracy of this impression circulars were 
sent out to all the private bauks in the coun- 
try, including State banks, trust, savings, 
and guarantee companies. Out of 7.472 banks 
addressed 1.013 reported no gold coin hela,“ 
while 741 failed to reply, some having been 
merged into National banks and others gone 
out of business. As might have been ex- 
pected, the largest coin holdings dre in Cali- 
fornia and the smallestin New Mexico. The 
latter aggregate only $7,380. 

Estimating a like proportion for those not 
reporting us for those which did, the gold 
coin holdings of the private banks are about 
884. 000, 000. Those of the National banks are 
reported to the Controlier of tne Currency 
as $71,910,467, and at the date of the latest re- 
port tne United States Treasury «nd branches 
held 6246, 401.951 in coin, besides $67,265,944 in 
bullion. Omitting the latter, the total of 
gold coin the existence of which can be 
traced 1s about $342,300,000, while the official 
tables show an outstanding sum of $622,009,- 
068 at the beginning of tne present calendar 
year. Thatis, only about 55 per cent of this 
amevut can be traced, the remaining 45 per 
cent being either heid by individuals, used ip 
the arts, lost, or gone out of the country. 

The starting point for the comparison was 
the amount of gold in the Nauonal banks and 
in the Treasury eighteen years ago. An ailow- 
ance was made for $20,000,000, supposed to be 
the minimum in circulation in the States of 
the Pacific slope, but none for the circulation 
east of the Sierras or in the possession of 
private banks. It was fair to presume that 
the amount thus neglected in the estimate 
was near the smallest practicable figure, as 
the country had then been on @ paper cur- 
rency basis for more than twelve years, But 
undoubtedly there was in 1872 a considerable 
aggregate of goid coin locked up in the shape 
of pocket pieces and private hoards of the 
“old stocking” kind. The omission of these 
was in favor of keeping down the discrep- 
ancy of 45 per cent, which Gtherwise might 
be swelled to perhaps 50. The estimates for 
the time since 1872 include $3,500,000 per 
annum for consumption in the arts out 
side of what is officially reported, and this is 
probably about correct, but there is reason to 
doubt the validity of the assumption that the 
amount brought into the country by immi- 
grants is equal to that carried out by travel- 

-ers. It is especially likely to be wrong for 
the time covered by the Exposition at Paris, 
during which vast amounts were carried out 
by tourists over and above what was taken 
in the shape of letters of credit. Mr. Leech 
estimated that the 204,839 passengers who 
left this country for Europe in the fiscal year 
1889 carried out $92,000,000, and he now thinks 
that this allowance was wo small for the 
fact. 

It is difficult to arrive ata kaowledge of the 
exact percentage of gold coin in circulation, 
but it may be broadly stated tnat if the whole 
of what is unaccounted for by the reckoning 
above noted were in the hands of the people 
gold coin would be nearly as common 4s 
silver certificates. Evidently this is not the 
case, and it must be concluded that previous 
official allowances for its departure from the 
country are too smail, Tne probable error 
amounts to not far from a quarter of the 
total issue, which is a big one to have ae 
cumulated in eiguteen years. It may, how- 
ever, be remarked that tnis wide difference 


between calculation and factis only discover- 
able by a laborious analysis of conditions, 
ana has not oome out through any ascertained 
lack ot material for monetary use. The em- 
ployment ot checks is so general as to mask 
the real goid situation, except in its relauons 
to the loan market, where it undoubtedly af- 
fects the rate of dis t by lessening ma- 
terially the amount available for lending pur- 


poses. The advocates of the pending silver 


legislation have in this fact an additional 
argument in favor of the measure that it 
would restore the equilibrium. 


RELIGIOUS LIBERTY Id TENNESSEE. 

An important case, involving religious lib 
erty, has recently developed itself in Tennes- 
see. Itis invested with unusual interest, 
because having run the gamut of the courts 
in tne State up to the Supreme it will now 
be taken to tne Supreme Court of the United 
States, and will be the first case involving 
the constitutionality of Suaday laws which 
has ever been brought before that tribunal. 

An association has recently been organ- 
ized in Tennessee, tne members of which are 
pledged 20 prosecute every violation of the 
Sunday laws. It has been particularily act- 
ive in securing the indictment of Adventists, 
who observe the seventh day (Saturday) as 
the Sabbath and work Sunday. Among 
those indicted was R. M. King, a farmer at 
Troy, Onion County, who was charged with 
Sunday labor. The Nauonal Keligious Lib- 
erty Association, an organizauon of recent 
origin, undertook Mr. King’s defense, The 
following extract. from iis declaration of 
principles indicates the general scope of 
ts opera tion: 
oe in the religion taught by Jesus 

rst. 

We believe in tempersnce, and regard the 
liquor traffic as a curse to society. 

e believe in supporting the Civil Govern: 
ment, and submitting to its authority. 

We deny the mgnt of any Civil Government to 
legielate On religious queshons. : 

e believe it is the right, and should be the 
priviiege, of every man to worship according to 
the dictates of bis own conscience. 

We also believe it to be our duty to use every 
lawful and honorable means to prevent religious 
legislation by the Civil Government; that we and 


our fellow-citizens may enjoy the inestimable 
blessings of both religious and civil liverty. 


In a word, the National Religious Liberty 
Association is composed of those who be- 
lieve in the Christian religion out hold that 
the functions of Church and State are dis- 
tinct and must be keptso. Mr. King was ar- 
raigued first before a Justice of tne Peace 
and flued in March last. He paid the fine 
and costs but was afterwards indicted for 
the same offense by the grand jury of Obion 
County, convicted, and fined seventy-five 
dollars. None of the witnesses for the State 
testified that they were disturbed in any way, 
or that any one else was. Mr. King indeed 
worked upon nis own premises and out of 
sight of any place of public worship. He 
carried his case up to the Supreme Court of 
the State, not only upon the piea that his ac- 
tion did not constitute 4 nuisance, but also 
upon certain legal pleas, one of which was 
that the lower court erred in not allowing 
him to prove that he had been once arrested, 
tried, convicted, and fined for the same of- 
fense and that he had paid the fine. The Su- 
preme Court, however, affirmed the action of 
the lower court, whereupon the associa don 


before mentioned determined to take case to 


the Supreme Court of the United States. 


As against the Sunday Association Mr. 


King has not only the National Religious 
Liberty Association at his back, but the 
whole body of Adventists, who observe the 
seventh day as their Sunday and are tena- 


cious of their rights and their faith, They 


claim the right under the first and fourteenth 
amendments of the Constitution and me Bill 
of Rights of the State to work upon Sunday 
as they do on every other day of tne week. 
As Mr. King himself is an Adventist and 
his prosecutors and defenders are Curistian 
organizations, the contest is confined to re- 
ligious bodies, but the whole country will 
nevertheless watch the progress of the case 
with great interest, as it involves a question 
which has been largely discussed among the 
people but has not before engaged the atten- 
tion of the National Supreme Court. So long 
as the labor of the Adventistsod Sunday 
does not interfere with the rights of the 
Mosaic and Puritanic people on the same day 
tne prosecution of them seems neither more 
nor less than persecution. 


That Tax-tatera’ Spec al Committee. 

It is not probable that the tax-ferret resolu- 
tion of Aid. McEnerny declared adopted at the 
Council meeting Monday by Mayor Oregier will 
amount to anything. In the first place i: is 
doubtful whether it bas any force or validity, not 
having received a majority vote of all the mem- 
bers elected. It is certain that the comm ittee of 
seven to be appointed under it cannot legally 
spend any public money in pursuing their so- 
cailed investigations. In the next place this 
committee cannot make anything like a thor- 
ough or satisfactory examination. It has no 
power to send for persons or papers or to admin- 
ister oaths, The Assessors can refuse to appear 
before it to explain their methods. They probably 
will do so. As Ald. Goidzier said Monday even- 
ing, Aldermen cannot usurp the functions or con- 
trol the actions of town officers. The members 
of the committee as individuals may inspect the 
Assessors’ books. The Assessors properly may 
refuse to permit the committee to inspect the 
books, Tuxpayers as a rule will pay ro stten- 
tion to the committee. The investigation, there- 
fore, must be exceedingly partial. it is likely 
to be farcical also. 

With his usual frankness Ald, Culierton avows 
that the object of the appointment of the com- 
mittee is to secure an increase of the assessment 
so as to secure an increase of taxation, and 
therefore an increased amount of money to spend 
on political heelers, bummers, and sinecurists. 
It may be admitted as true that the assessments 
in Chicago are much below the real value of 
property. That fact alone is the safeguard of 
the property-owners against the public cor- 
morants. Were the ass@ssment ten times 
as high as it is now xation would be 
ten times as high, and every dollar 
that could be raised by taxation would 
be spent. New offices would be created. More 
policemen would be appointed, Sidewalk, and 
street, and tunnel inspectors and other officiai 
loafers would be multiplied. The political shovel 
brigades of we ante-election and ante-registra- 
tion duys would be increased tenfold im the in- 
terest of the Democratic candidates and poli- 
ticians of the McAbee and Corcoran kind. All 
this is now baiked by the moderate assessments 
made. Hence the howl for incrsased 
ments and more money. 

Where is ib needed? The appropriations seem 
to de ample. There is a surplus in the City 
Treasury. The police force is large egough. The 
Fire Department is well equipped. The BRealth 
Department is overmanned, The money to the 
credit of public improvements of a general char- 
acter is drawing interest for the private benefit 
ofa public officer, because the Department of 
Public Works is not able to utilize it, eitner 
through sloth or inefficiency. 

The demand for wore money, too, is made 
when the construction of sewers and the paving 
of street intersections are paid for by special as- 
sessments, The general municipal tax now is 
devoted mostly to the payment of policemen, 
firemen, and city cmployés. An increase of gen- 
eral taxation therefore means an increase in the 
namber of tax-eaters and nothing more. The 
McEnerny committee ought to be ignored by 
every taxpayer. It is inteaded only to promote 
extravagance and jobbery and should not be en- 
couraged.

CHICAGO’S GREAT MASONIC TEMPLE. 


The Stractare Will Be the Highest Bulld- 
ing tn the Wor'd, 

The taking out of a builaine permit yes- 
terday to erecta $2,000,000 Masonic Temple 
ut State and Randolph streets marked the 
practical beginning of a structure which 
gives promise of being the most notaole of 
the great buildings of Chicago, and among 
the most notable in the world. The project- 
ors announce their intention of putting up 
a building which of its kind shall be mateh- 
less. The plans so far as matured will bear 
out their assertions. 

The project fora great Masonic Temple 
which should be a center where every Ma- 
sonic body in Cook County might gather, has 
long been au ambition of enthusiastic local 
Masons. The first positive step toward the 
realization of the scheme was taken about 
five months ago. The block fronting on the 
east side of State street, between Randolph 
street and Burton piace, was tought. This 
purchase was closed March 14, 000 being 
paid ior the property. :

— have been some vexatious questions 
of title, and some delays in it organizavon 
of the corporation and the closing of sub- 
—＋ to the capital stock, but those mat- 
ters havé been practically settied and the 
W clear to the erection of the building. 

e plans for the building are not yet 
fully completed. Little more than the ex- 
terior bas beep drawn, and that may be 
changed. Burnham & Root are the archi- 
tects. 

The most important point settled is that 
che structure will be the highest building in 
the world. It will nave eighteen stories and 
the roof will be 240 feet from the pavement. 
The ground dimensions will be 170x114 feet. 
The structure will be entirely of steel. What 
the exterior facing will be is not yet decided. 
It may be terra cotta, stone, or a special 
brick made for this particular building. In 
any case, the exterior will be but a fireproof- 
ing, not bearing any partof the weight of 
the building. If it were not for the danger 
of fire from surrounding buildings the whole 
exterior would be of steel. 

The novel feature of the interior will be 
the plan for having retail shops located on 
several floors. In the basement will be the 
largest restaurant in the city. It will ocou- 
py all the basement floor — what may 

necessary for storage rooms for the retail 
shops above. The restaurant will be finished 
eluborately in marble. 

The entrance to the main building will be 
from State street. It will be forty-two feet 
high and thirty feet wide. This will lead 
into a rotunda having an area of 3,700 square 
feet and open to the extreme he.ght of the 
building, finished ali the way up to the 240- 
foot roof with plate-glass and marbie. There 
will be a tesselated man floor. 

At the back of this rotunda will be the ele- 
vators, eighteen in number, set in a semi- 


circle. 

On the first floor will be elaborate waiting- 
rooms. An ornate marbie staircase will lead 
to the basement. Ali the stores facing State 
and Randolph streets will also have en- 
trances from che rotunda. 

The seventeenth and eighteenth floors will 
be devoted exclusively to Masonic bodies. 
There will be a great hall in which tne whole 
Grano tg a may be maneuvered in drill, and 
there will many lodge rooms. A galiery 
will extend around the large hall. 

The location is especially favorable to the 
erection of the tallest building in whe city. 
It is a part of the oid Fort Dearborn addition, 
and was or ginally some fourteen feet higher 
than the land west and south. While the 
surface at this point is natural blue clay the 
surface of the streets west and south have 
been graced up fourteen feat. On this ac- 
count it is thought that this particular loca- 
tion offers an unexcelied foundation for so 
high a building.

The Finance Committee Disapproves of the 
Internal Revenue Provisions of the 
House Mess ure Which Provided for a 
Reduction of $10,000,000 or $12,000,- 
000—Legislative Program te the House 
of Representatives—Miscellianeods, © 

Wasurneron, D. C., June 17.—[Special. |— 
The tariff bill as it stands tonight strikes out 
entirely the internal revenue provisions of 
the McKinley bill and leaves the law un- 
changed. Mal. McKinley proposed a re- 
ducuon of $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 from this 
source, mostly on tobacco, Dut a goodly por- 
tion of this reduction would have come from 
the repeal of special iicenses, etc. By re- 
storing che law as it stands the revenue 
from this source is not interfered with. 

The Chicago vinegar manufacturers will be 

interested in knowing that the provision in 

tne McKiao:ey bill against white wine or 
vaporized vinegar fails with the rest of its 

inverual revenue provisions. Taken as a 


hole, the Finance Committee has improved 


the McKinley measure li.tie, if any. The 
changes in the sugar schedule particularly 
will cause dissatisfaction. Representative 
Cannon aud other Western members who 
made the ght for free sugar will not accept 
any substitute which gives increased protec- 
tion to refiners and changes the free stana- 
ard back from 16 to 18. as the Finance Com- 
mittee’s bill proposes to do. 
Legislative Program of the House. 

Itis down on the legislative program of the 
House to take up the Torrey Bankruptcy 
bill and pass it after the lawyers have 
wrangled over it for about two days. Then 
Rowell's eiection law will be taken up and 
kept before the Houssfor five days, begin- 
ning probably next Saturday and ending 
Tuursday. All of the usual appropriation 
bills, except the General Deficiency bill, 
having been passed by the House, 
there will be nothing important to 
interrupt discussion on the Elec- 
tion bili, unless conference reports on the 
Silver bill and Appropriation bill should 
claim their right of way. In that event the 
debate on the Rowell bill may be extended 
beyond Thursday. Copies of it were in the 
nands of many Democrats toduy, who were 
anxiously studying the provisions of its 
fiity-seven sections and getting ready for a 
tremeudous fight against its passage. i ney 
admit that they do not expect to defeat it in 
the House, but say they will make enough 
noise about it to arouse the country to an ap- 
preoiution of its real design, and they hope 
there is some chance of its rejection by tne 
Senate. 

One hears a great deal of talk on the floor 
about Repubiican dicsers, but Reed, Cannon, 
and McKinley kept the party well in Hand 
and carried through the Tariff and Siiver 
bilis without a serious break in the ranks, 
although many Republicans were dissatis- 
fied with those measures, and there is no 
reason to believe they will fail to command 
the support of the party in the House for the 
Eliecuva bill. 

Proceedings in the House. 

In the House Mr. Kerr (Iowa) presented 
and the House agreed to the conference re- 
port on the bill for a public buiiding at Alex- 
andria, La.

Original Package Leg!lalation. 

A member of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee sa.d tonight that at present there is great 
diversity of opinion among its members as to 
what shape should be given to the legislation 
made necessary by the “original package” 
decision of the United Staies Supreme 
Court. The court’s interpretauon of the po- 
lice powers of the States in this decision 
is not approved, and the Senate bill in- 
tended to remedy the com plications resulting 
from the decision is also unsatisfactory, but 
the committee finds the problem of adjusting 
the rights of the National and State Govern- 
ments more difficult of solution the more 
it discusses it. It desires to go just far 
enough to preserve the right of each State 
uoder its constitutional powers to protect its 
citizens, without interfering with the free- 
dom of commerce between ive States, or set- 
ting a precedent in legislation that may be 
troublesome hereafter. 

The committee is to have a special meeting 
next Friday to consider the matter, when it is 
expected that some of the members who are 
now looking after their fences will be pres- 
ent. An agreement may not be reached at 
that time, but as it is understood that nearly 
every member of the committee thinks some 
legisiation should be enacted, it is fair to 
presume that a bill will be reported within a 
few weeks.

HE BROKE HIS EMPLOYER, 
A. H. Stumpf Causes the Suspension of W. 
O. Albertson & Co. 

A good deal of excitement was caused on 
the Board of Trade yesterday by the follow- 
ing notice, which was posted conspicuously 
on the bulletin-board in the exchange hall: 

ite NOTICE. 

All es open trades with te un 
* — aes hereby requested to close the — 

W. C. ALBERTSON & Co. 

This announcement, coming as it did so 
soon atter the Warren failure and from one 
who popularly was supposed to be one of 
Fanny Blinn’s principal operators on the 

board: created a good deal of talk. No one 
seemed to have any idea of how extensive 
Mr. 
generally thought they could not be large; 
but for a time there were symptoms ot a 
panic, ond July wheat feil from 864 to 85%. 
Thea it was found that the sales on account 
of the embarrassed firm were not heavy, 
confidence was sooa restored, and before the 
close July wheat had sold up 1} cents above 
the low point caused by the failure. 

Mr. Albertson, who was seen by a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday, stated that his holdings 
amounted to only a littie over 200,000 bushels, 
and that the loss would not amount to more 
than $5,000 or 86,000 His embarrassment, 
he stated, was due wholiy to the bad faith of 
a trustea ‘employé. Uatil 11 o'clock Monday 
night he was entirely ignorant of the big 
line ot long wheat, wheat which proved so 
disastrous to him. A good many of bis cus- 
tomers were long, but they were well war- 
gined or amply able and willing to respond 
to any call which might be made upon tem, 
and felt no concern on account of those 
trades. 

Friday he went to Omaha, partly on business 
and . or pleasure. Saturday, it will 
be remembered, wheat took something of a 
tumble. A. H. Stumpf. a confidenti clerk. 
whom he had left in charge of his business 
seemed to have suddenly determined to make 
a plunge, doubtiess having great faith in the 
well-known Blinn theory ot speculation, and 
began to buy. Being a member of the board 
and she recognized trader for Mr. Albertson 
he had no difficulty in buying about 160,000 
bushels. 

These trades, however, he neglected to 
enter on the books of tne firm and when Mr. 
Albertson returned from Omaha Monday, 
there was nothing to indicate the perilous 
position the firm was in. 

Margin calis kept pouring iu all day Mon- 
day, and were turned over to Stumpf with 
instructions to attend to them, these orders 
being accompanied with a check for the 
necessary funds. 

Most of these margin calls came into Mr. 
Stumpt’s hands first, and as he turned over 
only those concerning trades on the books 
the house was still keptin ignorance of the 
clerk’s plunge. The money obtained on 
these checks was either used to margin the 
deals made by himself or went into his 
pocket. The firm Knew there was some 
complaint that margins had not been put up, 
but the clerk was fully trusted and always 
had a ready excuse, but never alieged the 
want of money. 

A Surprise for Albertson. 

It was not until 11 o’clock Monday night 
that the true situation was made known. At 
that hour the foliowing letter was delivered 
at Mr. Albertson’s residence:

45,000 boshels earlier in the week at 9135, 
but had never ted it on the books. As he 
was recogn trader for the house it be- 
comes responsible for these purchases, al- 
though made without its knowledge. Stumpf 
was a member of the board having rented a 
ticket from W. A. Barbee, for which Mr. Al- 
bertson gave & bond. 

The total liabilities are yet — thm but it 
is thought they Will not exceed $5,000 or 
$6,000 on the board though Mr. Aldertson's 
loss will de much more. It is believed that 
Stumpf took considerable money with him, 
as he helped himself to nearly $100 from the 
money drawer, and is thought to have col- 
lected considerabie in the way of differences 
which were aue the house. Nothing is known 
of his present whereabouts.

Fanled te Keep Sis Agreement. 

J. C. Reese,who was in partnership with Lewis 
G. Francis in the grocery business at No. 552

An Unproftitable Corn Deal. 

A suit of Foss, Strong & Co., a Board of Trade 
firm, for $100,000, on trial before Judge Tutbill, 
recalls the corn cornerof last April. The de- 
fendants are R. F. Cummings and about twenty 
Indiana capitalists who engineered the corner. 
The plaintiffs were their brokers. About 
4,000,000 bushels were purchased for the syndi- 
cate, and Foss, Strong & Co. claim to have in- 
vested $81,000 in these purchases. They now sue 
for the sum with interest. 

The defendants claim that the firm is not en- 
titled to a verdict because it did not obey in- 
structions to close out the holdings April 97 
when corn was worth do cents. Foss, Strong 
& Co., it is claimed, continued to hold the corn 
until the 8 was much lower, so that the loss 
was 88 


Mrs. Mary F. Miller’s Troubles. 
A forcible-detainer suit was before Judge 
Driggs on an appeal from Justice Lyon. The 
suit was brought by Mrs. Mary F. Miller to re- 
cover possession of the premises at No. 1428 
Washington boulevard, occupied by William R. 
Stout. Mrs. Miller récovered judgment before 
the Justice and the finding was affirmed before 
Judge Driggs and a jury, but long before the case 
was reached the house in controversy had been 
razed to the ground. The property was owned 
by John Miller and at his death his acquaint- 
ances were surprised to find that his supposed 
wife was mentioned in his will as his house- 
keeper and was left only $81,500, the 
remaincer of his $10,000 estate being 
bequeathed to his brothers ana sisters. In 
the Probate Court, however. Mrs. Miller proved 
that she bad been married to Miller by a Justice 
of the Peace in Indiana, and Judge E. H. Gary de- 
cided that she was entitled to the widow's award. 
The relatives were not satisfied. The first inti- 
mation of trouble was when William Stout, who 
occupied the lower flat, refused to pay his rent. 
Mrs. Miller’s lawyers say e other heirs not 
only told him not to pay the rent, but gave bim a 
lease of the premises. Then J. W. Stout, the 
father of the lessee, fired at Mrs. Miller with a 
shotgun, but missed her. Mrs. Miller, returning 
ne evening, found her clothing and furniture 
on the street. March 17 she found the same con- 
dition of affairs. Besides this the front doors 
were locked and the rear steps torn down. One 
night a week later when she returned home she 
found that the house had been torn down. Her

The activity of business is indicated by both 
the size of the clearings and the demand for 
funds. At some of the banks there is little doubt 
but what their available funds are closely loaned 
up and they are not anxious for even secure 6 
per cent loans. One banker gives as his view of 
the situation that we are likely to see money 7 
per cent before it is 5 per cent. While these 
statements of aclose money situation as made 
at many of the banks are undoubtedly true it is 
still true that at other banks it 1s possible to 
obtain money at 5 per cent. These 5 per cent 
loans are now made only to regular customers 
on collateral that could be turned into money 
at one bour's notice. Such loans are sharp call 
loans, too, and may be called aj} the shortest no- 
tice. Few brokers are paying over 5½ per cent 
but the general borrower is getting little at less 
than 6 per cent, ana is not always finding it easy 
to get a free supply even at thatrate. Sterling 
rates show little change. The feeli was weak 
inthe morning, but strengthened in the after- 
noon. Sixty-day bills were a shade lower on ac- 
count of an expected change in the Bank of En- 
gland's rate tomorrow. Actual rates were 487% 
for demand and K for sixty-day bills. 

Calumet Dock stock continned to easily lead 
the interest in the marketat the Chicago Stock 
Exchange.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were steadier 
yesterday, some of them starting in weak only 
to turn stronger and discover the fact that re- 
cent heaviness was forced by such free selling of 
grain as to leave comparatively little on the mar- 
ket. The weather was fine and warm enough to 
cause heaviness in prices but for the fact that 
the influence has been discoanted in advance. 

The gossips have it that tho longs in wheat 
have sold themselves over head and ears short 
on the break of this week, and that with their 
improved prospects the corn farmers of the 
Southwest have been able to rosolve not to lend 
any more money to the bankers in their vicinity. 
The latter item is at least as sensible as the 
news of a few days ago that the bankers had re- 
soived not to lend on the growing crops. 

Hutchinson is reported to have advised all his 
correspondents to buy wheat on this break, but 
they did not all take the advice. He sold a great 


deal for his customers and then bought freely. 


the latter action being generally thought to be 
mostly for himself. ? 

F. D. Brown & Co. quote Beerbohm's statistics 
of 92,700,000 bu in the visible supply in America, 
Europe, afloat, and in the hands of farmers in 
the United Kingdom at the beginning of this 
month, as against 96,900,000 bu a year earlier. 
They say that as the 2 afloat exceeds that 
of last year by 15000 000, and the American visi- 
ble supply is 4,000,000 bu larger now than then, 
stocks in Europe are at least 19,000,000 bu less 
than a year ago. They also have advices of ex- 
tensive loss in potatoes in Germany, and a poor 
2 for the rye crop in that and some neigh- 

ring countries. 

It is reported that Geddes has this week 
worked a cargo of wheat at Duluth for direct ex- 
port. and that Dunn held foreign orders to buy 
large quantities of cash wheat at only a trifle 
below the market. There was otherwise a much 
better export demand observabie here as well as 
at the seaboard, and no room to doubt that our 
wheat 1s wanted in considerable quantities for use 
in Europe before the next harvest is available 
there. Dunn’s orders are said to be from London, 
Liverpool, and Antwerp. The crop advices from 
the Continent were less favorable, complaining 
of too much rain. Also our domestic crop news 
was not generally in favor of the bears. Some 
of the thrashing tests are said to have given ex- 
ceedingly poor results, but a letter from Indiana 
says many hundreds ef acres will yield half a 
crop which were recently thought not to prom- 
ise a return of the seed. 

Centralia, Mo., reports that the oats cropin 
that section will be littie short of a total failure, 
and that the lice are now leaving them to go into 
the corn fields. 

Some people in the country seem to think that 
the bill of lading issued against shipments of 
grain to this city isto be held by them as a re- 
ceipt for the property. They do not send it in, 
and the consequence is a great deal of trouble in 
handling the stuff on arrival. The commission 
merchant has to guarantee ownership in order 
to get payfor the property, and in some Cases 
the extra trouble of transfer has involved the 
payment of demurrage which otherwise would 
not have been incurred. 

The English visible supply of wheat is report- 
ed to have increased 2,250,000 bu last week. 

The production of anthracite coal last week 
was 80,000 tons larger, but that for the time since 
the close of last year is 190,000 tons less than the 
output for the corresponding part of 1889. Stocks 
of coal at tidewater are 240,000 tons less than 
those of a year ago. 

It was stated that Mr. Warren would yester- 
day make a statement of his liabilities, but the 
announcement was @ mistake. He has made 
none yet. 

New York reports 176,000 bu wheat, 248,000 bu 
corn, and 65,000 bu oats taken for export. San 
Francisco cieared two wheat cargoes last week. 

It is reported that millers in the Northwest 
have about 400,000 packages of flour stored at the 
western end of Lake Superior awaiting a mar- 
ket. 

The receipts of wheat in Liverpool during the 
last three days reported were 240,000 bu, of 
which only 16,000 bu are credited to American 


rts. 

The official crop report for Austria, dated June 
1, is favorable in the case of every kind of grain. 
In Saxony the prospect was highly favorable 
two weeks ago, but many fields have since then 
been totally ruined by hailstorms.
